Copy of the Right honourable Lord Chancellor’s Certificate, of the Com- 
pensation to which Henry George Heard, Esq. Second Six Clerk of the 
Court of Chancery of Ireland, is entitled to, commencing the 3d day 
of November 1826, and ending the 2d day of November 1827. 

I N Pursuance of the Act of the fourth of His present Majesty King George 
the Fourth, chapter 61, section 62; and of an Act of the sixth of George 
the Fourth, to amend said Act of the fourth of George the Fourth, by which 
it is enacted. That at the end of one year from the third of November one 
thousand eight hundred and twenty-three, or within twelve months after, on 
the Petition of any of the present Officers or Deputies of the Court of Chancery, 
who should, by petition, desire the same, I should ascertain, in the manner in 
the said Act prescribed, the gross Income of the office of such Officer in the 
said year, and that if the gross Income should be less than the Average gross 
Income in the office of such Officer, so theretofore certified, as in said Act 
mentioned, then that I should inquire and ascertain in like manner whether 
such deficiency, or any part thereof, arose from said Act or from any of the 
provisions therein, or from said orders in said Act mentioned ; and that in case 
it should appear that such deficiency, or any part thereof, did so arise, then that 
I should certify the amount of such deficiency so arising from said Act, or any 
of the provisions thereof, or of the .said Orders ; and so in every succeeding 
year to inquire and certify in like manner, so long as any of the said Officers, 
or Deputies, should live and retain their said Offices ; and that every such 
Certificate should remain and be filed in the Auditor General’s Office, in 
Dublin Castle, there to remain and be conclusive as to all such matters, and to 
the purposes of said Act. 

Now I, the Right Honourable Sir Anthony Hart, Lord High Chancellor of 
Ireland, have accordingly, on the petition of Henry George Heard, Esquire, 
Second Six Clerk of the High Court of Chancery of Ireland, caused an inquiry 
to be made into the gross and net Income of the said Henry George Heard, in 
his said office, for one year, commencing on the third day of November one 
thousand eight hundred and twenty-six, and ending the second day of November 
one thousand eight hundred and twenty-seven, and whether the gross Income 
arising from said office in said year, has been less than the average gross Income 
of said office, heretofore certified by The Right Honourable Thomas Lord 
Manners, late Lord High Chancellor of Ireland, in pursuance of said Act; and, 
if so, whether such deficiency, or any part thereof, arose from said Act or from 
any of the provisions therein, or of the said orders ; — 

And do certify, That the total amount of the gross Income of the said office 
of said Henry George Heard, for the period of one year, commencing the third 
day of November one thousand eight hundred and twenty-six, and ending the 
second day of November one thousand eight hundred and twenty-seven, 
amounts to the sum of three thousand four hundred and thirty-six pounds, 
three shillings and fivepence, and that the net income of the said office for the 
said year amounts to the sum of two thousand six hundred and fifty-nine 
332. A pounds 
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pounds ten shillings and two-pencej and that the gross Income of said office 
for said year, is less than the sum of four thousand seven hundred and nine 
pounds five shillings and threepence, being the average gross Income of said 
office, as certified and now of record in the Auditor General’s Office in Dublin 
Castle, in pursuance of the said Act of the fourth George the Fourth, chapter 6l, 
by the sum of one thousand two hundred and seventy-three pounds, one 
shilling and tenpence, as appears by the First Schedule hereunto annexed, and 
which makes part of this my Certificate. 

I certify. That certain parts of such deficiency arose in consequence of the 
provisions of said Act of the fourth year of George the Fourth, chapter 6l, and 
a general Order of the Court of Chancery in Ireland, of the 29th day of 
January 1824, in pursuance of said Act, as specified in the Second Schedule 
hereunto annexed, and which makes part of this my Certificate. 

I further certify, That the said Henry George Heard has ascertained a loss 
on each specific Fee, whether abolished or reduced in value by the operation of 
said Act, to the amount in the whole of £. 1,670. 8. 7. ; but inasmuch as the 
said sum of 1,676. 8. 7. exceeds the sum of ^.1,273. 1. 10., the deficiency 
between the Average gross Income of said office for the period of seven years 
and the gross Income of said office for the said year commencing the third day 
of November one thousand eight hundred and twenty-six, and ending the 
second day of November one thousand eight hundred and twenty-seven, —the 
said Henry George Heard is only entitled to receive compensation for the said 
loss of £. 1,676. 8. 7. to the extent of £. 1,273. 1. 10. as appears by the Report 
of Masters Ellis, Henn, Connor and Townsend, to whom 1 referred the inquiry, 
and which Report bears date the 5th April 1828, pursuant to the several 
directions and provisions of said Act, as appears by the Second and Third 
Schedules hereunto annexed, and which makes part of this my Certificate, all 
the said several sums being of the late Irish currency.
